Visitors Now Are Only Re- 
quired to Listen. 


HOW HE “LETS OFF STEAM” 


CABINET MEMBERS SAY HE IS A 
ROBUST INVALID. 


Already Chafing Over His Confine- 
ment and Refers to His Predica- 
ment and the Doctor’s Rigid 
Rules as “Tough Lack.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Cabinet mem- 
bers who visit the President say that he 
is the most robust invalid they have ever 


seen. 

Mr. Rooscvelt does most of the talking, 
according to one of the cabinet officers 
who was with him today. In fact, he 
talked so much that he apologized to his 
visitors and explained that as the doctors 
had instructed him to remain absolutely 
quiet the only way he could let off steam 
was by talking, so he would have to be 
pardoned if he monopolized the conversa- 
tion. The President already is chafing over 
his confinement. He naturally is too active 
to remain in bed without protest, so his 
physicians have made extremely rigid rules 
for his observance. They say that when 
he has departed from these rules as much 
as he dares he will be eae same 
routine that would be prescri for an 


ordinary tient. 

“This is. tou h luck,” he said to one of 
his visitors this morning. “I had not said 
more than one-half I wanted to say to the 
people of the West before this leg stopped 
me off. Why, I had been thinking all sum- 
mer what I was going to say on this trip 
and I had piled up all kinds of speeches, 
which may never be delivered now. Be- 
sides, I do not like the idea of disappoint- 
ing those cities which had been kiné enough 
to invite me to visit them.”’ 

The President hopes to be able to move 
about his room in three or four days, but 
seems willing to be guided by the advice 


of his doctors. 

In his present quarters the President will 
be comfortable, but somewhat cramped. 
The second floor of the Jackson piace house 
is fitted up for the private use of the Pres- 
ident. It contains three large rooms and a 
bath. The Prea'dent’'s bedroom is on the 
second floor, near the head of the stairs. 

It is understood that the President in- 
gisted wpon returning to Washington, in- 
stead of going back to Oyster Bay, because 
he felt that Re could transact more public 
business here while recovering the use of 


his leg. ,

HE WAS A TEXAS SOLDIER 


HE FOUGHT IN THE WAR 
AGAINST MEXICO. 


Military and Settlers’ Claims Were 
Awarded Him, but Heirs Neglect- 
ed to Investigate—Property 
Now Worth $73,500. 


Fourteen hundred and seventy acres of 
Texas land situated within nine miles of 
Houston and valued at $73,500 is the prize 
to which’James Clarkson, a St. Louis sep- 
tuagenarian hopes to establish a claim and 
thus be assured of all the comforts and 
many of the luxuries of life throughout his 


remaining years. 

The land involved, Mr. Clarkson claims, 
came to his father, James Clarkson, who 
fought in tne Texas army against Mexico, 
in the shape of grants. One of these grants, 
(40 acres, r. Clarkson sold for 25 cents an 
acre in 1853. 

More than fifty years ago Mr. Clarkson 
started to push his claim to this and other 
land in Texas, but dissuaded by the uncer- 
tain future of the Lone Star state and the 
stories of the deeds of ‘‘bad men’ within 
ite borders he decided to let the matter 
drop and the greater part of the property 
has still remained unclaimed. 


Article in Post-Dispatch 
Brought It to His Attention. 

A special dispatch from Cincinnati which 
appeared in the Post-Dispatch of Tuesday 
again brought the matter to Mr. Clarkson's 
attention. The article stated that C. L. 
Michael, an attorney of Rosenberg, Tex., 
had written to A. KE. Clarkson, a Cintin- 
nati merchant, in the hope of locating the 
heirs of James Clarkson. 

The story of the latter's service in the 
Texas army and his rewards in the form 
of a head grant and military claim were 
told by Michael.’ Mr. Clarkson became con. 
vinced that he was the heir sought and 
at once entered into correspondence with 
the Texas attorney. 

Concerning the history of the old claim 
Mr. Clarkson when seen at his home, 31 
Bouth Fifteenth street, said: 

“My father and his parents came to the 
Inited States from Scotland in 1835, bring- 
ing me with them, and leaving my mother 
at home in Edinburgh. We lived in Penn- 
syivania for a whfle and then moved to 
Cincinnati. In 1836 father left home and 
went to Texas. The war with Mexico then 
being on he enlisted in the Texas army. 
Occasionally he wrote to his parents, and 
on one occasion he informed them that a 
‘head’ or military land grant, in all 2110 
acres, had been awarded him by the state 
of Texas. In 1889 my father died in Texas 
and on looking over the letters he had 
written we learned that of the 2110 acres 

ranted him by the state, 1470 formed a 
Oettlers’ claim and 640 the military claim. 

The settlers’ claim had been located by 
father, but the military claim was still to 
be selected. My uncle, Alexander, was the 
first to make a move to secure the land. 
I gave him all the information my grand- 

rents had in the shape of letters and 
iiamonte. but he changed his mind and 
never went to Texas. 


Decided to Prosecute 


the Claim. 
“In 1850 I had just got married and was 
in need of funds. I decided to prosecute 


the claim and started for Texas, but stories 
about the unsettied condition of things 
beyond the border caused me to stop at 
New Orleans. There, I met F. Brichta, a 
Texas claim agent, to whom I Intrusted my 
business, but not gaining any encourage- 
ment, I abandoned the matter and returned 
to Cincinnati. 

Three years later Brichta gave me .25 
cents an acre for the 640 acres of military 
claim, which afterward became the proper- 
ty of a man named Castanie for whom 
Brichia was acting. 

“The settlers’ claim, in which there are 
1436 acres, I decided not to worry about and 
had not given it any further thoegnt unth 
IT saw the article in the Post-Dispatch, 
ee inguiry about the Clarkson heirs."’ 

Mr. larieeen. the claimant, came to St, 
Louls from Cincinnati in 1868. He served 
th years in the Army of the Cumberland.

SCHOOLS FEEL COAL FAMINE! 


One in New York Forced to Dismiss 
Because Janitor Had Orders to 
Be Economical. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 2%.—A disagreeable 
equinoctial rainstorm has swept over this 
city for 48 hours. It is raw and cold and 


penetrating. As a result the demand for 
coal has about wiped out the supply and 
areety one school has had to close tem- 
porarily. 

Thousands of families, on acopnt of the 
wet weather, clamor for coal, but are un- 
able to get it. Not a pound of anthracite 
came to the city yesterday. Four thou- 
sand tons of Welch coal reached here, how- 
ever, but none was offered for sale. The 
ruling price is $15 a ton, with little to sell 
at that. 

When the teachers and upils of the 
liarlem.High Schoo! for girls reached the 
school building, they were wet and cold. 
The building had not been heated. for the 
janitors of the public schools have re- 
ceived instructions to be very saving in coal 
and not to start the fires until they are 
Rovualiy forced to do so by the cold wea- 

er. 

When the teachers discovered that the 
schoolhouse was cold, they took the respon- 
sibility upon themselves of dismissing the 
school for the day. A thousand children 
were effected. 

There was coal in the cellar In the school- 
house, but the janitor did not think that 
the heating of the school in rainy weather 
was necessary. 

The schools of Manhattan have enough 
coal to supply them for only a few months, 
and in Brooklyn there is only enough to 
supply its 140 schools for one month. 

If the strike is not over by that time, 
they will be compelled to burn wood or 
close the schools. 


MINERALS VS. MUD. 


Board of Health Discusses Local and 
Imported Water. 

An ordinance to regulate the sale of 
mineral and carbonated water is to be in- 
troduced into a municipal assembly by 
Health Commissioner Max C. Starkloff. 
It will corhpel the manufacturers, import- 
ers or venders of mineral waters to secure 


a permit from the board of health for the 
manufacture, sale or importation of the 
waters. 

In a talk before the Board of Health 
Thursday Dr. Starkloff sought to have the 
board indorse the proposed ordinance, but 
no official action was taken. Dr. Merrell 
said that the city chenist and bacteriolo- 
gist could examine the various waters sold, 
and when any brand was found impure 
could declare it a nulsance. To favor such 
an ordinance would only bring on a fruit- 
less fight, he thought. 

President Hornsby of the Council said 
that nothing should be done to condemn 
mineral water as long as the city com- 
wr its citizens to drink such water as 
t : 

Dr. Starkloff's ordinance is modeled 
ter one in force in New York City.

FRIENDS ALONG THE ROAD 


The Travelers Have Adventures and 
Everybody Gains in Weight and 
Health During the Long 
Trip. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 26.—Three times have 
George L. Curry, his wife and four chil- 
dren made the trip between Pittsburg and 
a Florida town in a wagon drawn by their 
faithful horse, Charlie. Now Charlie and 
the family are preparing for a second trip 
overland to the beautiful orange plantation 
10 acres on the Caloosachatichie river 


of 
Mr. Curry has owned for several 


which 
years. 

This wonderful family lives in a modest 
home near Idlewood Station. The tather 
was born and reared near Coraopolis. For 
awhile he worked as a carpenter; later he 
entered the undertaking business at Mc- 
Kees Rocks, and in October, 1894, the fam- 
{lv started on the first trip South. They 
traveled by day and slept usually in 
houses along the route, where they par- 
took of their morning and evening meals. 
The noon meal was always eaten along 
the roadside, principally of fruit. In six 
weeks they had reached Florida. 

For 18 months they lived in Ocala, Mar- 
ion County, and then started homeward, 
with the faithful Charlie furnishing the 
motive power. The trip to Pittsburg re- 
quired only four weeks and five days. Parts 
of Georgia. the Carolinas, Virginia and 
West Virginia were traversed. 

Every member of the family gained in 
weight during each of these trips. ‘““Rough- 
ing it’ is ealthy work. here were 
storms and bad weather, but there was 
generally some friendly shelter. On one 
occasion, on the first trip, the travelers 
mixed up ina healthy young cloudburst 
near the Florida border. ““We took shelter 
in a house nearby,” said Curry, laughing 
at the memory of their predicament. ‘“The 
family were away from home, and we 
crawled into bed, thankful for a _ roof. 
Late in the evening they returned. They 
were disposed to be hostile at first, but I 
promptly explained, and then had to re- 
fuse an invitation to come downstairs 
and eat supper. We preferred the com- 
fortable beds. The strangers made us wel- 
come and fed us well before we left in 
the morning.”’ 

The Currys made warm friends along the 
route. “‘We found chances to help people 
in trouble many times,’’ said the head of 
the family. 
the home of . A. Weather, a cotton 
pranter at Daisy, Ga., There were 13 mem- 
ers of the family, a mother and 11 chil- 
dren, the eldest a girl of 19 years, and 
every one was down with the fever. We 
did what we could to make them com- 
tortable and promised to call and see them 
later. Next time We visited their home 
we found only the mother and one child 
at the house. The father and ten children 
were in the flelds, the elder children pick- 
ing and the two youngest stamping the 
cotton Into the baskets. A happier fam- 
lly than that nobody ever saw.”’

turning last year. The return journey was 
made by easy stages, for the family had 
many friends along the route. The atart 
was made June 17, and the tourists ar- 
rived. in Pittsburg Aug. 13. ‘‘We were in 
the hands of Georgia moonshiners once.”’ 
said Curry. ‘“‘Innocently I stopped at the 
camp and asked for shelter. They thought 
us sples and kept a guard over us all night. 
In the morning, convinced that we were 
what we represented ourselves to be, they 
allowed us to depart. And on our last 
journey we stopped there again and were 
welcome visitors.’’ 

The entire family is anxious to start on 
the coming trip. “My wife,’’ said Curry. 
“sympathizes with Charlie, who is kick- 
ing up his heels tn anticipation of another 
drive."’ Charlie, the horse with the won- 
derful record, is a sorrel, lean and 16 years 
old. He came from Iowa. He is a well- 
behaved animal, and when sick lies down 
and sensibly makes no objection when the 
medicine is administered.

Every Tout 

Knew Him. 

Every tout on the track of course knew 
Mr. Howe. Everybody who had a tip on 


a horse imparted that information to the 
celebrated criminal lawyer. If there were 
five horses in the race Mr. Howe invariably 
would put his money on every one of the 
five. He never won. 

“Mr friend Jim tells me to bet on No. 
1,” Mr. Howe explained, when asked why 
he would bet on every horse, ‘‘so I bet to 
oblige him. Mr. friend Smith has a straight 
tip that No. 2 is going to win.

Mr. Howe believed that, no matter what 
the charge was against a client, he must 
take the witness stand. Mr. Howe's de- 
fenses frequently were of a novel kind, 
and more thar once was a person charged 
with murder turned out of court not only 
as a result of Mr. Howe's eloquent plead- 
ings, but also because of the fact that the 
defense which had been placed before the 
jury was so perfect that the twelve men 
in the box were compelled to throw aside 
the testimony of the people’s witnesses.

The penny, such as found at Dublin 
might realize, under these conditions, 60 
cents. The one to which value really at- 
taches, however, is the Dix penny, only a 
few of which were issued, wherein the 
word “spot” is spelled “‘spoot.”’ These com. 
mand $3.50, and are not plentiful. There 
is also what is called the fiying-eagle 
penny of 1856, 67 and ‘58. Only about 3000 
of the fiying-eagle penny were coined in 
1856, and these have a value to collectors of 
$10, but there is no premium on those of 
‘67 and ‘58. There is also a fictitious idea 
relative to the “half’’ and “quarter” of 1853. 
Those without the arrows at the date, or 
without the sun rays, range in value from 
$10.50 for “halfs’’ to $7.60 for *‘quarters,”’ 
but all others are only worth their face 
value. 

Columbia “‘quarters’’ are worth 75 cents 
each, because ony, 250,000 were placed in 
circulation. Mr. Noe reports that there 
is a premium for California “slugs,’’ the 
only gold pleces common to the Pacific 
coast in the early mining days, and a 
special value also attaches to the gold coin- 
age credited to other territories of that 
period. but these are now all in the hands 
of collectors, and are tet A rarely heard of.

The policy of the banks is to 
keep up the rates ior call money until 
brokers find it impossible to carry stocks 
at present values and are compelled to 
force thelr customers to liquidate. 

Whenever money rates ease off. bulls be- 
gin to bid up stocks. This is what caused 
the banks promptly to put up the rates. 
There is little doubt In Wall street that 
strong interests are combined to the sup- 
port of the market. and there is some in- 
dignation at the banks that have been | 
prominent in attempting to check specula- 
tion.

Dr. Beall contro- 
verted the club's assertion that Mrs. John- 
son was in her right mind when she took 
her own life. She said that she had treat- 
ed Mrs. Johnson for mental trouble at her 
own request, and that Mrs. Johnson real- 
ized, if her fellow-clubwomen did not, that 
her mind was failing. 

Tne resolutions, as furnished by Mrs. T. 
B. Ferguson to the Post-Dispatch and pub- 
lished in the issue of Sept. 19, recalled a 
meeting at which suicide had been the topic 
of discussion, and said that the club had 
then learned of Mrs. Johnson's belief in 
suicide. The resolutions stated that Mrs. 
Johnson was in her right mind when she 
ended her lifa. and characterized the deed 
as “heroic and self-sacrificing.’’ 

Following the publication of the reso- 
lutions, Rev. Dr. W. R. Searritt of St. 
Peter's Episcopal Church preached a ser- 
mon on the text, “‘Be thou faithful unto 
death,’ in which he declared the defense 
of suicide to be a sin.

ICANS AS SIPPING LIQUOR. 


FACES SHOWED THEIR DELIGHT 


Mayor Low, Former Senator Hill, Sen- 
ator Depew and Rear-Admiral 
Schley Among Those Thus 
Depicted.

NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—Christlan Tem- 
perance women of Brooklyn are all aflutter 
because a whisky firm has covered bill- 
boards and dead walls with life-size pic- 
tures of Mayor Low, former Senator Hill, 
District Attorney Jerome, Senator Depew 
and Rear-Admiral Winfield Scott Schley 
sipping whisky and smiling as if they were 
having a mighty good time. 

They hesitated to say so, but the women 
finally did own up to a reasonable curiosity 
as to how such life-like pictures could have 
been made without an actual posing be- 
fore an artist of the subjects’ attitudes 
portrayed. 

[It was suggested that the pictured men 
be asked to demand that this form of ad- 
vertising cease. The manufacturers of 
whisky were deceived, the speakers said, 
if they believed that any really great man, 
worthy of public admiration, ever drank 
whisky. 

Somebody else suggested that the most 
harmful effect of the picture was produced 
by the apparent glee and satisfaction which 
the pictured faces exhibited, If the artist 
had been a truly moral man, said this 
speaker, each of the faces would have been 
made to frown and sniff, “signifying dis- 
gust and distaste for the accursed stuff.’’ 

Finally, a very young woman proposed 
that the W. C. T. U. adopt resolutions 
requesting its members to enforce a boy- 
cott on the manufacturers of the particular 
whisky. There was a long silence and then 
two or three of the older delegates had a 
whispered conference with the young wom- 
an.

MORGAN IN A BAD HUMOR 


Called to Get Explanation of Sheldon’s 
Hard Turn-Down, but Senator 
Hadn’t Arrived.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Thomas C. Platt 
denies that he is dead politically and calls 
attention to the previous graves to which 
he had been consigned. 

He returned from Saratoga alone, and 
did not stop off at Albany to say “howdy” 
to Governor Odell, who is believed to have 
succeeded him as the actual boss of New 
York politics. 


He went at once to his room and did 
not appear in public again, nor did he re- 
ceive callers, except the newspaper re- 
porters. 

Several hours before Senator Platt ar- 
rived in the city, the loungers in the Fifth 
Avenue otel were interested in a _ visit 
from J. jerpont Morgan. The financier 
drove up in the rain, strode rom his cab 
down the long hallway of the hotel, and, 
halting at the desk, demanded of the clerk: 

“Where's Platt?’ He was frowning and 
seemed to be in a bad humor. 

“What Platt?’ returned the man behind 
the desk. 

“Senator Platt,.”’ snapped Mr. Morgan. “I 
want to see Senator Platt.” 

When he was told that the senator had 
not returned from the convention, Mr. Mor. 
gan turned and, without a word, went out 
to his cab. 

Senator Platt did not see Mr. Morgan 
after he arrived, and the explanation as 
to why Banker Sheldon's nomination was 
not delivered was deferred. 

“T am vwery sorry to disappoint the news- 
papers that have put me out of politics,” 
said Senator Platt. 

“I venture to predict that if they will 
come around, they will find me continuing 
to do business at the old stand. . 

“The Sheidon incident was much exag— 

erated. Governor Odell, of course, was 
nterested in having the best avallable man 
on the ticket with him and he did not 
think Mr. Sheldon to be that man. His 
views prevailed and that's all there Is to It. 
He was the governor's candidate origmnanty, 
while my first choice was Senator Higgins. 
When Mr. Sheldon was suggested and taken 
up, I felt it was my duty to stand by him.”’

June Body Will Finish Its 
Work Today. 


WILL SUBMIT REPORT MONDAY 


SEVERAL INDICTMENTS ARE EX- 
PECTED TO FOLLOW. ; 


Jury Since Sept. 8 Has Investigated 
Lighting Scandal to Discover 
Identity of Bribe Givers. 


The June grandjury met at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon for its final session, sevoral wit- 
nesses being present to testify. 

It is said that the report of the body 
will be sent to the court next Monday, and 
several indictments are expected as a re- 
sult of the findings. 

The grandjury convened Sapt. 8, in con- 
sequence of the Post-Dispatch achievement 
in inducing John K. Murrell to return 
from Mexico and roveal the workings cf 
the House of Delegates combine. 

The investigations of the jury,, aided by 
Murrell'’s disclosures, have resulted tn the 
indictment of 19 delegates and former dele- 
gates, and the arrest of all but six of the 
number, who are fugitives from justice. 

The grandjury's investigation has been 
mainly along the line suggested by the con- 
fession of Murrell, looking toward the 
discovery of the identity of the brige-givers, 
the men who furnished Delegate Kelly with 
the $47,500 which he distributed to the 19 
combiners whose votes for the lighting bill 
were bought. 

It has also been the earnest effort of the 
grandjury to ascertain who supplied boodle 
funds to members of the City Council whose 
votes were purchased for the same measure.

The announcement emanating from a 
source which heretofore has shown itself 
altogether opposed to the indorsement of 
startling medical facts lends more than 
ordinary Weight to the assertion, and has 
already secured for it the most careful 
consideration wherever the digest of the 
doctor's experiments has been circulated. 


Life Not Dependent 

on Organic Function. 
Dr. Littlefield, in short, asserts that life, 
contrary to general belief, is not dependent 
upon organic function. life, he declares, 
may be infused into organized bodies after 
the organs have entirely ceased to perform 
their usual functions. 

He asserts tnat he has demonstrated by 
actual experiment the truth of his declara- 
ations, and his announcement is indorsed 
tions, and his announcement is indorsed 
ana Medical Society, before many of whose 
members several of the experiments have 
been conducted.

Financier Shows That Short- 
age Is Not Unusual. 


LIQUIDATION THE REMEDY 


CROP MOVEMENT CALLS FOR 
FUNDS IN WEST. 


Country Banks Must Have Currency 
and So Call in Loans That Have 
Been Negotiated for Them 
in New York. 

Rpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The following clear ex- 
planation of the cause of the present Money strin- 


gency is made for the Post-Dispatch by the preei- 
dent of one of the largest banks in Wall street: 


The causes that have led to the present 


monetary stringency in Wall street—and 
bear in mind that this stringency is con- 
fined to New York—are the usual ones 
which are active at this season of the year. 
New York is the financial center of this 
country. 

All the available funds of the country 
naturally gravitate to this center in nor- 
mal times of the year. This is the best 
money markot, because great enterprises 
are usually floated here, and money com- 
mands the best average rate here. The re- 
sult is that during the greater part of the 
year the country banks—and by this term 
Tl mean the banks in the smaller cities and 
towns—send their idle funds here to be 
loaned on the Stock Exchange or wher- 
ever there is a profitable market for them. 
It is @ very usual thing for our small cor- 
respondents to telegraph or write us such 
@ letter ae this: 

“Please lend $50,000 for us on the Stock 
Pxchange at market rates.” 

Sometimes we are instructed to lend this 
money on time at good Stock Exchange 
collateral. Now this bank, for instance, 
sees no need for this money until the farm- 
ers in its section desire to cut their grain 
and stack it and move it to market. 


Checks Will 
Not Answer. 


Then there becomes a necessity in the 
fcommunity which this bank represents for 
actual currency. The farmer does not pay 
his hands by check. He must have the 
actual money to place in their hands. The 
bank must provide itseif with these funds. 
Therefore it writes to us: ‘Please call in 
out $60,000 and forward the same to us.’ 
Obey! fig this instruction, we notify the 
broker that he must pay off the loan and 
receive back his collateral. If he cannot 
make another loan conveniently he must 
sell the stock to raise the money to pay 
us. This is called liquidation, and that is 
what took place today. 

Now, there is no great financial crisis. 
There is plenty of money in the country, 
but it is not available for stock specula- 
tion at this time. It will not be for some 
time. It may be six weeks, may be longer, 

ut business is prosperous everywhere. 

liroad earnings are enormous. Indus- 
rial enterprises are thriving. The colleo- 
tions of merchants are good; manufaotur- 
ers are finding ready markets for their 
goods; there are few failures, and none ex- 
pected in Wall steet. 

Money rates are not abnormal in other 
sections of the country, where money is in 
demand for legitimate enterprises. In 
other words, to quote a very excellent ar- 
ticle In the Sunday Post-Dispatch of two 
weeks ago: 

“There is plenty of money to meet all 
the legitimate demande of business. There 
is none to encourage the over-inflation of 
seourities.”’ 

ere ia no doubt that there has been an 
over-iInflation of securities under conditions 
now existing. When a stock at the pres- 
ent market quotations vields less than a 
high-class bond there is inflation. and 
liquidation must necessarily follow, because 
that stock is selling too high. There are 
a number of railroad stocks which at 
present market prices yield less than some 
gilt-edged bonds. 


Measures That 

Will Bring Relief. 

Now ae to measures for relief. There are 
four, as follows. 


First, the increase of government de- 
posits in the national banks. 

Second, the increase of circulation by the 
mational banks: 


Third, gold importation. 

Fourth, liquidation. 

As to the first, Secretary Shaw has 
freely offered to increase government de- 
posits, which, in the city of New York 
aione, NOW amount to $40,000,000, whenever 
ihe national banks turn in to him United 
States bonds and securities. The country 
has been practically scoured for United 
States bonds. The banks have been able 
19 produce only about $10,000,000 worth. and 
the government deposits will be increased 
. that extent. This §10,000,000, however. 
«il be seattered throughout the country. 
tiuly a amall proportion of it will come to 
New York at this time. 

The second remedy is the taking out of 
additional circulation by the banks 

There will be very little increase of circu- 
lation, for at the present high rate at 
Which government bonds are selling few 
national banks feel that they can afford 
to take the risks involved in buying at 
these high prices an. taking out new cir- 
culation for a short time. When they de- 
sire to retire this circulation and sell the 
bonds the yee of the bonds may bave de- 
clined, and considerable loss would result 
to the bank 

As to the third measure of relief: Under 
present conditions of international trade, 
gold does not naturally move toward this 
country. It is true that some of the finan- 
cial institutions of this country have 
bought gold. It has been purely a specu- 
lative transaction. It is said that within 
the next four weeks something like $8,000.- 
0 in gold will probably come Rome, Bank- 
ere have bought it because they can see 
a profit in lending it at the’ high money 
rates prevailing, but it is not at present a 
natural condition. 

Conditions are healthy throughout the 
country, business is prosperous, there are 
no financial breakers ahead, but New York

For Thirty Years Woman 
Mourned Her Sweetheart 
Cousin. 


RELATIVES FORBADE MARRIAGE 


AT -HIS DEATH HE LEFT HIS 
PROPERTY TO HER. 


While She Waited to Follow Him, She 
Kept Ready His Old Home, as 
If Expecting His Return. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Funeral cere- 
monies for Miss Eliza Ann Partridge will 
be solemnized in the Church of the As- 
cension this morning. She will be buried 
in the old cemetery on Staten Island, and 


the curtain will drop on a beautiful love 
romance that began in the youth of this 
sweet old lady. 

When she was young and comely and 
heppy, Ann Eliza Partridge lived in the 
fine house, 23 Broad street, then a fash- 
ionable neighborhood. An orphan, she re- 
sided with her uncle, Henry Ward, one 
of the original members of the Stock Ex- 
change, whose social standing was equal 
to that of the Livingstons, the Schuylers 
and the Hamiltons. 

At 16 years of age Eliza Partridge was 
the idea of a modest, wellbred Ameri- 
can maiden. She was of medium height, 
her features were regular, her figure trim. 
Her eyes were brown, and an abundance 
oS Jet black hair crowned her well-shaped 
ead. 

Constantly she was associated with her 
first cousin Harry in the agreeable famil- 
larity of a well-bred family. Henry Hal! 
Ward, Henry Ward's son, was then a 
handsome cone man, most chivalrous, 
most courtly. jis popularity in society 
was unbounded. Far from being a fop, he 
was a beau and in his life then summed 
was up fashionable existence in this city 
during the middle years of the last cen- 
tury. The matchmaking mothers of the 
time regarded him as a most desirable life 
partner for their daughter. But vainly 
id all those daughters set their caps for 
Harry Ward. 


Cousins Were 
Together Everywhere. 


For he was deeply in love with his cousin, 


Ann Eliza, and she returned his affection. 
They were seen everywhere together; he 
took her to parties and to the theaters, 
danced with her, walked with her, drove 
with her. Their engagement was never 
announced, but all soclety said, ‘‘Harry 
Ward will yt? Eliza Partridge.’ 

The years rolled on, their friends often 
rallied them that the wedding was so iong 
delayed. Time quickly passing robbed him 
of his fine figure and his manly beauty: 
stole from her the bloom of her cheeks, 
tne sparkle of her eyes, the ruby of her

They never married, their relatives abso- 
lutely forbade them to marry because of 
their consangunity, because they were first 
cousins. This woman and man were con- 
tent to fondly love each other and to obey 
the wishes of those who dearly loved them 
both. Henry Hall Ward died on August 
22, 1872; her love for him who was the only 
man in the world to her, lived on in Eliza 
Partridge’'s heart. 

Harry Hall's will was read. In these days 
he would not be considered rich, but he 
was worth a quarter of a million, inherited 
from his father. His will read: 

“First, I bequeath to my cousin, Eliza 
Ann Partridge, absolutely, all household 
furniture, wines, books, plate, jewelry, 
pictures and other works of art and objects 
of taste which I shall own at the time of 
my death.”’ 

And after making a few small bequests 
the will devised ‘‘all the rest, residue and 
remainder of the property and estate what- 
soever, and wheresoever found,”’ in trust 
for the benefit of Ann Eliza Partridge dur- 
ing her life. The real estate included No. 

Bond street, the family residence for 
fifty years, and two houses on the same 
block, No. 8 and No. 30. 


Affection Ended 

Only With Death. 

These bequests to his cousin were the 
last proof of the affection that ended only 
when he breatned his last. And Eliza 


Partridge s0 accepted them. She went to 
23 Bond street to the negro Smith, an old 
family servant, who was “Mr. Harry's” 
valet, and to Smith's wife, who was ‘Mr. 
Harry's’’ housekeeper, and she said: 

“You were devoted to Mr. Harry in life. 
Now that he is dead you will be devoted 
to his memory. 

“The old house shall now be closed to 
all but you and me. You are to remain 
exactly as if Mr. Harry were still alive. 
I want nothing disturbed; leave everything 
as he left it; do not change the position 
even of a book or a picture. Dust the fur- 
niture. Air the rooms daily. Let every- 
thing be in exactly the condition you know 
he would expect to find it on returning 
from a journey. So long as you obey my 
orders I desire you to remain in the house 
at your old wages and with nothing to do 
but care for it. I will often visit the house, 
and I will know how well you perform your 
task.’ 

Ann Eliza Partridge went to live at 38 
West Thirty-seventh street, where she died 
on Friday at the age of 88 years. For 30 
years she made almost daily pligrimages 
to the house in Bond street, the shrine 
sanctified by the only love of her life, the 
altar on which she had sacrificed her youth- 
ful devotion to obedience. 

For 30 years the shutters of 23 Bond street 
have been closed against the light of 
day, nor has the cheerful radiance of the 
old hospitable Ullumiriation streamed from 
its windows. For 30 years the clam-footed 
tables, the old-fashioned secretaries and 
the spider-legged chairs have remained in 
their places and have been dusted every 
day, and the rooms have been kept in per- 
fect order as if ‘“‘Mr. Harry’’ were about 
to return from that long journey he had 
taken. 

The 80 years have passed and the house, 
although shrouded bv an air of gentle de- 
cay, shows every sign of tender care. Its 
exterior is but little dilapidated: its steps 
are always swept entirely clean; its door- 
plate. inscribed “H. Ward,” shines dazz,,.. 
y in the sun's rays. 

Five years ago “Mr. Harry's’ negro 
valet died. His widow. the ancient house- 
keeper, continued to live in the house and 
to care for it, and there she was, yester- 
day, an intelligent, homely old mulatto 
woman, who was deeply mourning for 
“Mise Fliza.’’

Improvements at the Mansion Have 
Caused Removal of Many Bushes 
and Palms. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Henry Ffeister, 
the veteran gardener of the White House, 
has been driven to despair by reason of the 
new improvements. The rose garden on the 


eastern side of the mansion has for the 
ast 80 years been one of the most beauti- 
ul features of the grounds. Each succeed- 
ing mistress of the White House has added 
to the collection, and these lants have 
been carefully marked and exhibited with 
pride to visitors. 

There were over 1000 rose bushes in this 
collection, many of them rare specimens. 
The eastern colonnade now covers this 
beautiful spot, and Mr. Ffeister has been 
obliged to remove the entire collection. 
Many of the older rose bushes died after 
transplantation, and jit is doubtful if a 
spot can be found suitable for their growth. 


Many of the plants are now at the propa- 


gating gardens and at the agricultural de- 
partment. 

The magnificent collection of palms in 
the White House conservatory has also 
been scattered. The new greenhouses, 
which will be erected at the extreme 
southern end of the grounds. will not 
afford accommodation for all the dec- 
orative plants, so they will be given 
temporary homes in the different govern- 


/ment buildings until suitable conservatories 


are erected near the White House. 

These palms, Mr. Ffeister says, form one 
of the finest collections In the world. Near- 
ly a dozen of them have reached their cen- 
tenary, and forty or fifty more have passed 
seventy-five years. It is feared the change 
of location will injure these tropical pets. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has expressed the ut- 
most solicitude that these palms and the 
flowering plants shall be kept in the White 
House, but the architects’ plans permit no 
such provision. Some few palms will be 
placed in the lobby and main hall, but the 
fine collection which added so materially 
to all the state functions will be absent 
from future entertainments.
